Fraternity.A Provident Constitution.ABand of Octogenarians. Reminiscence* of
tlio Coffee House.
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llshed U m« in the la'ter part of the last century was

JtheTontiuo Association, founded In 170J and InuorIporatedin1704 by a company of merchants Tor the
.purpose of providing a centre for the mercantile
comman'ty. Uy the plan of this association each
>ahareho'der selected a nominee, during whose llfa
'Pa waa to receive his equal proportion of the net proceedsof tho establishment, but upon whose death
,3iis interest reverted to tne owners of the surviving
nominees. The original sin res were assigned and
beld as personal estate, and the whole property was
csled n Are trustees, who were to hold the property

until the number of the aurvlvlug nominees was reducedto seven, when the whole waa to be divided
among the fortunate seven shareholders depending
open them. Under these regulations two hundred
and tin ue shares were subscribed for st $200 each;
and witii this sum the association purchased a lot of
ground, 100 feet square, on tho corner of Wall and
M ater streets, and in 1792 commenced the erection
of the Tontine Codec House, to wluob, upon us completionin 1704, the Merchants' Exchange was removedfrom tho dilapidated old building In the centreof Broad, below Pearl street, where It had been
located since the Hovolution. After tne erection of
the new Exouuuge in Wall atreet, In 1825, the uulidlugwas let for various purposes; then In May. 1855,
Wras demolished, to make room lor the present Ton*luebuilding. The original cost of the Tontine CoffeeHouse was $42,787. The aveiuge rent up to 1S23,
Inclusive, was $3,5 )3 per year, making an interest
of nearly eight and two-thirds per cent per annum
for each share.

Whereabouts ot tbe old lady no one appears able to
tell, while no positive evidence Is to be found
whether she has been gathered to her fathers or not.
!Tbereare those, however, who after this notice will
peek to find If the old lady Is sleep tng the sleep that
knows no waklmr, or enjoying a very green old age,
with all her faculties unimpaired. Her father was a
merchant ot considerable means, and lived in a
puuse 01 no ordinary pretensions in bis day at the
gouth side of Bowling tireen. If she revisit tbe
glimpses of the moou at this the eleventh hour
tome expectant folks will feel a little put out.

End whereas, the property in the said lands and buildings
ami furniture le divided Into 2 8 shares which belong* to the
persona whose names ure hereunto subscribed and set in
the proportion mentioned oppoaite their respective namce,
and the owner of eacb of the said shares or his exscutors,
administrators or assigns la to bava and recslve
the prouta of suoh share during tbe natural life
at tbe person named and described opposite
to hie name and bia nominee for euch share, and to which
description such owner has subscribed his name, and upon

the life ur any such nominee 11 to cease, and the whole prohts

Ilpon the death of the nominee the subscriber's Interest
eased, and this Interest became thereby merged In tbe
wners of the surviving nominees. The origins! shares were

assignable and held as personal estate, and the whole propertywhs vssted In fivo trustees, who were to be continued
In the manner pointed out In the above constitution, and
w ho were to hold the saint until the number of such notnl

coswera reduced to seven, when the holders of the sha. es
contingent upon these surviving nominee* became entitled to

WHAT TONTINE MEANS.
The pian of tuu association originated from tlio
clieme of Lorenzo lonti t Neapolitan, who Introduceda similar acneiiio Into France in 108a, dump

came to dcaiguute a loan advanced t>y a nunioer oi

aasodated capitalists for life annuities, with the
beuelU of survivorship. There Is, however, a distinctionbetween the present piau an<l the auuouie ol
lontL UU intent was the cstablisnment of a companywho auouel euoii contribute a like amount of
capital to be loaned to a responsible party at a
cor am rets of Interest, winch was to be divided
equally between tno members or the name aire, but
wnere there was a diversity of ana the elder receivedmore and too younger leas. But m tno plan
of this 1 on tine association the owners of the seven
surviving shares, upon a llko uunmer of lives, take
the whole property in equal proportion to their
surviving nominees and as in tins case l'J6 of the
nominees ara now dead wno represented correspondingInterest* upon their selection t>y diiTereut
subscribers, toe remaining abates are now rescuetlvelyrepiusunlcd by aud depending upon eight
lives.

FARKWBIib TO COFCB*.
The constitnuou boars date 4th of June, 1704, but

the nominations by the sunsorlbers were not wholly
completed until March, 1704. Tue association In
their preamble uAtned the building me i ontiue Luiree
House, una it wai thereby directed to be Kept and
used as a coifce house; but oa Hie o >cuiug of the
Kxchauge a little higher up in Wall street, tue interest*!oi the shareholders demanding a change m
tins special npproprlai'on, tner applied to Hie Court
of Chancer/ lor permission to lei. the premises tor
general purposes and by lis decree of 1Uo4 the restrictionswere removed.
Subsequently double having arisen respecting the

validity of ibu trusts unuer which the trustees tooK
and held the property, 111 consequence oi the revised
statures on the subject, the Legislature tu 184-i parsed
an act continuing the same and altered the name to
the 'routine building and directed that the managementoi ine affairs ot the couceru be by "the committeeof the tontine building," who receive besides
their other duties the Income of the establishment
and divide the net proceeds on the second Tuesduv
iu eacn month oi May auioag the owners of the
shares depending on the nominees alive on the previousllrst day of the same mouth.

k.nickbkuockkr lonubvitt.
This association on the 4th of June next, if one

of tlio nominees does not expire in the meautlme,
will nave existed seventy-six years.

In oxaniinnig the statistics In reference to the successivediminution of shares by death the luterestlug
fact w disclosed that tue lapse of snares from year
to year is in proportion, with slight variation, to toe
relative numuer of both males and females in isto
hfty-oue oi tue nominees were still living.a laet
winch, considering the lapse of time from the establishmentoi tue society, was admitted bv compilersof annuity tables to be very unusual, if not unureue-
denied. But it auoitia bo recollected that tne nomineesoriginally selected were ctnldreii or parents in
easy circuui-tauces. aud tout these were not in generalsubjected to ihe exposure and privations incidentto me masses, the average 01 whose lives forms
the basis of me usual calculations on ibis subject.

KKOM YOUTH TO AUK.
At the date of the constitution In 1794 the oldest of

the uouiiuees was Gilbert .Saitoustaii, or the city of
New York, merchant, who took one share aud risked
his interest in his own liro at the ago of forty-live.
The youngest of the nominees wsb David Augustus
C'lai ksoii, son of Tnoiniu Siroatileld Clarxson, merchant,of New York.

STAKTLINQ PREDICTION.
A calculation made by Mr. lie i'eysler In 1839 of

the probable existence of ninety-three nominees
men in being, based upon the different tabular precedentsrecognized here and in hugiaud aa authoritative,led hiui to the conclusion that this number
would in or about 1874 be reduced to seven. This
prediction wouid seem to be in a lair way of realization.

THE OLDKN OOLDKN AUK.
There are few whose age links them to the olden

time when tne Tontiue Coilee House was the chief
centre of the commercial interests, who cannot recallsceues wituin Its walls "the like whereof we
ne'er shall see again." A public meeting convened
within Its walls seut forth a decision whicu was
almost universally resnected. As a single lustance
or this, forty yeurs back, when the habit of distributingexpensive scans to bearers and others at ordinaryfunerals was so prevalent tnat many poor
lamiiea were soreiy pinched to provide this
necessary mark ol respect for a departed relative,
some benevolent individuals, seeing the evil lnttu
enceof such alaahion, called a meeting at the Coffee
House, wnou nearly two hundred of those whose
weight of character gave force to their decision s
signed a pledge to abstain from the custom of dlstrioutiugscarfs except to the attendant ministers
and physicians This was the deathknell or the oppressivefashion. In matters oi more vital moment,
when great puoilo interests were at stake, a voice
has gone out from tne said Coffee House which, like
an echo In alter years from Castle Garden, lias been
Heard throughout tho length and breadth of the
land, some oI Me noblest chanties or the world
received their si contributions beneath its hallowedroof. r

gallants ol tue periou ^sorted there and talked of
love and happiness over their tankardB of beer
or goblets ol sherry. Men now living remember,
with au enthusiastic feeling of recollection
the whiskey puuehes that were brewed at
the Tonnno. Burning like them reaches auy
man's palate nowadays. Those' who delight
in reverting to this especial feature of tue
old Codee House have snow-vrhite hairs and full
round scores ot years to show, to back up their
hearty praise of these mellow-flavored punches ol
tue olden tune, that did nobody any harm and never
raised a row. {t was a day of great excitement on
the sanded floor or the Tontine, seventy odd years
ago, when news was brought up from tuo lower bay
tuat an English and French frigate were engaged in
bloody conflict off Saudy Hook. Many a fervent
prayer went up mat the (lalilc frigate would win the
light and beat the liritisher badly. Of course betting
was big among tne snorting men of tbe time, and
many a tankard of nut-brown ale disappeared in tne
oxcitemeni of the hour,
